Chicago, Oct. 16.—The arrangement 


of Mr Bryan's itinerary is proceeding 
very slowly. The speakers' bureau 
Democratic national committee an- 
nounced that 
Mr. Bryan will travel 


over the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton 
and 


Daytcm on Monday, October 18, leaving 
Toledo in the morning and going to 
Hamilton, stopping at stations on the 
way with the 
exception 
of Dayton. 


After speaking at Hamilton. Mr. Bryan 
returns to Dayton, and thence KOCS tr 
Zanesvillo, speaking at all the import- 
ant towns along the route. 
The re- 


mainder of the Ohio itinerary has not 
yet been announced. 


The following itinerary has been ar- 


ranged for Mr. Bryan in the state ol 
Illinois: lie arrives at Danville at S:oO

He will re- 
main here about an hour and

starts for Chicago, making short stops 
at Chenoa.

The Blacksmith'* Aji\iL 


"It is not generally known," ob- 


served a prominent blacksmith, 
"that nearly all of the anvils used 
by blacksmiths in this country are 
made by one firm in Brooklyn. All 
kinds of substitutes have been in- 
vented aud put on the market, but 
after using them the blacksmith 
generally goes 'back to the •wrought 
iron anvil, vrhioh is handmade. 
There are plenty of oast iron and 
steel anvils far sale, but they find 
bat little favor from blacksmiths, 
•who prefer an anvil that singa. The 
cast iron anvil has no xnusio about it 
and does not give any more response 
to the hammer than if one was ham- 
mering on a stump. It is music, or 
singing, as smithy cr.lls it, that is 
•wanted. A blacksmith does nearly 
all his talking to his helper by the 
sounds made on tiie anvil by his 
hammer. As far as the Tillage black- 
smith is concerned, singing by the 
anvil is his constant advertisement. 
Ordinarily an anvil will last from 10 
to £0 years—that is, if it is handled 
carefully, though there are many 
anvils that arc now used by some 
which •were used by tho fathers dur- 
ing their entire lifetime."—Wash- 
ington Srar.

by Atony Israelites* 


The Rev. Dr. Wise, president of the 


Hebrew Union college at Giuoiimati, 
has given bis view of the ancient Jew- 
ish rendering of the came of the Deity. 
He says that the term "Jehovah," the 
ineffable tetragrammatorj, is aever pro- 
nounced by many Israelites, They use 
tbe -word ''Adouoi," which signifies 
"the Lord.'1 The translators of the 
Bible followed this custom, rendering 
the word "Jehovah'' as "Lord." lu 
ancient times the Pharisees replaced the 
tetragrammaton by Shem. They used 
"Sherno," which is also Biblical, as 
the sacred uanie, and this name is yet 
retained, to some extent, among the 
Jews. But it would appear from pas- 
sages iu the PsaiSii thst Adouoi, or 
Lord, for Jehovah wns more ancient 
even than Ihe times of the Pharisees. It 
thus occurs eight times in Fsaliu Ixxsiv. 
It also appears in tho book of Exodus, 
where "Jehovah" had bcoii used in the 
original Hobicw.

And at that time we 'had the grain 
markets and the cotton marJiets of 
the world; and in 1873 India export- 
ed only 732,000 bushels of wheat, 


'Now, there has never been a time 


in the history of India when silver 
bas not been its money, and there 
has never been a time from the day 
when they commenced raising wheat 
down to the present hour that one 
ounce of silver did not measure the 
value of one bushel of wheat. 
It 


makes no difference what the value 
of the rupee is. The same number 


tion that paralyzed the strong Be- 


of rupees buy the same number of 
bushels of wheat all the time. But 
England could not afford to buy an 
ounce of silver at 129.29 and take it 
to India to measure the value of her 
wheat, so she took our wheat from us 
and paid us a little less, from 120 to 
123 cents, in 1873. 


"In 1874 the shipments of wheat 


from India commenced. 
England 


bought her ounce of sliver here at 
U<0 cents, and she could take that to 
India and exchange It for a bushel of 
wbeat; and in five years after the de- 
monetization of silver India had in- 
created her shipments from 735,000 
bushels to 11,900,000 busheh. 


"In ten years, with the continuous 


depreciation of value of silver, the 
shipments of Indian whftat had in- 
creased from 11,000,000 to 20,000,000 
bushels. In 15 years tne flhipments 
of Indian wheat to Europe had in-

would ba considered very heavy 
msiness. Such things were nothing 
ike uncommon in the last genera- 
tion.

stirred for a moment eight or nine 
years ago, when a person known as 
;he Jnbilee Plnnger managed to rid 
limself of a quarter of a million of 
money in the course of 18 months. 
Jut the vastly greater proportion of 
ihe enormous stream of money 
which flows backward and forward 
n connection with the race course, 
and i4a doings today is provided 
rrom the pockets of "all sorts and 
conditions of men." It comes from 
iie sporting aristocrat, the idle man 
of means, the merchant, the doctor, 
ihe shop assistant, the artisan, the 
actor, the farmer, the barber, the 
•waiter, the cabman and even the 
ooy who sells newspapers in the 
street. And not from one sex only, 
for that the pssssion for betting nas 
ramifications among all olsses of 
women is only too well established, 
and if female bookmakers are not to 
be seen oa the course itself they can 
be fonnd in all large cities. Women 
who bet are notoriously the most 
reckless and infatuated of all gam- 
blers.—Chambers' Journal.

repose beneath the communion table.—

The 
contracting parties were thousands of 
miles apart when the wedding was per- 
formed, the marriage being by prosy. 
The consul fiJ2t>d in a blank certificate, 
which he forwarded to authorities in. 
Italy, who in tbft presence of the parish, 
priest exhibited it before the bride, who 
affised her signature, accepting it as her 
action. 
The marriage was perfectly 


binding. 


A very similar ceremony was per- 


formed some time ago. The affair took 
place by prosy, and Miss Maple was 
married by a clergyman in New Xork 
to a man who at the time of the mar- 
riage lay dying in a Texas town. The 
bridegroom was represented in the cere- 
mony by the bride's cousin, who made 
the necessary responses and signatures 
as his prosy. The two lovers had been 
engaged for a long time, and Miss 
Maple wished to bear the name of her 
betrothed even though she could do. so 
only as a widow. 


The all important ring is sometimes 


forgotten, and in more than one case 
the door key of the church has had to 
do duty, but it is not often that portions 
of the marriage service are omitted. In. 
a southern town, however, a little white 
ago, after the party had left the church, 
it was discovered that the clergyman 
had forgotten the words, "with this 
ring I thee wed," etc.. thus relieving 
the bridegroom of tho most serious part 
of his obligations, and the fair bride 
was minus a wedding ring. Instead of 
sitting down to the breakfast the party 
hurried back-to the church and were thus 
practically married twice in one day. 


Cnpid ran amuck some years ago 


among the old folk of a Georgia town. 
An old soldier, 78 years of age, led to 
the altar an aged damsel who had seen 
72 summers. There were three brides- 
maids, whose ages respectively were GO, 
08 and 70. They were all spinsters. 
The best man, who was 75, brought the 
combined ages up to 423 years. 


An unusual kind of marriage was 


celebrated in New York recently. This 
was between a couple both deaf arid 
dumb. Thay hold prayer books while a 
friend pointed out the different pafisages 
in the service as they were spoken by 
the clergyman, and they made the cus- 
tomary responses in tho deaf and dumb 
alphabet. 


An ingenious couple once conceived 


the idea of being married by phono- 
graph. In the place whore the bride- 
groom resided he and tho minister went 
over the marriage service, and ho recited 
tho proper responses into the instrument 
The phonograph was sent to the lady, 
she willingly supplying tho requisite, 
"I will, " and "I do" iu the presence of 
her pastor, who then pronounced the 
pair united in matrimony. No explana- 
tion is given of how they got over the 
difficulty of the ring. 


A well known anthropologist, in de- 


scribing various marriage customs, re- 
fers to a strange sort of symbolical mar- 
riage which is supposed to have origi- 
nated in India. It is a marriage with 
trees, plants, animals and inanimate 
objects. If any one proposes to enter 
upon a union which is not in accordance 
with -traditional ideas, it is believed 
that ill luck which is sure, to follow 
may be averted by a marriage of this 
kind, the evil ocasoqnonces being borne 
by tho objrct chosen. In various regions 
a girl must not marry before her eldest 
nister, but the difficulty is overcome by 
tho eldest daughter marrying tho branch 
of a tree. Then the wedding of the 
younger daughter may safely be cele- 
brated. — Buffalo Kxpress.

Toledo last night, in reference to the 
Lima National Bank case pending in 
the Federal court, says: 


Judge Ricks banded down an opin- 


ion in the matter of closing up the 
Lima. National Bank tc-day, in which 
Faurot is ordered to make the report 
asked for by the stockholders, and is 
also authorized to proceed with the 
sale of the assets. Thus both sides 
got what they wanted. 


The case came to issue on the ap- 


plication of the stockholders for an 
order compelling Faarot, as agent of 
the bank, to file an account of the 
disposition of the assets in Ms charge. 
The court was rather uncertain of its 
jurisdiction in the matter, and made 
an order requiring the statement to 
be filed in 30 dajs, to which the agent 
vigorously objected and filed an ap- 
plication to sell the assets, against 
which the stockholders 
rebelled. 


Faurot's bond was then attacked, but 
he satisfied the court as to his sure- 
ties. 


The court, in summing up the case, 


came to the conclusion that an agent, 
appointed under an act of congress, 
should be placed under certain re- 
strictions, and within reasonable pro- 
visions should be required to file a 
statement such as the stockholders 
asked for, as two years had now 
elapsed since an account was filed. 


The stockholders, according to the 


court, should know where they stand, 
and therefore the order was reason- 
able and fair. 


Judge Hicks then held that with- 


out,questioning the honesty or fidel- 
ity of Faurot, hesaould be compelled 
to make the statement. The court 
made it plain that the insinuations 
of the complainants that proper dis- 
position of the assets bad not been 
made, was not passed upon, but the 
opinion was given on the general 
propositions, . 
. 
Faurot was given until the first 


Monday In November to .file hi* re- 
port; in the meantime the order of 
sale already framed might be present- 
ed to take place on the first Monday 
In December, unless-the stockholders 
show good cause for a farther post- 
ponement.

A 
second tunnel is also being started 
which will tap the vein about 100 
feet lower. This will be the perma- 
nent working tunnel. There is no 
doubt now from the strike of the 
vein and the character of the ore 
found that it is the same vein which 
ts now being opened oa tbe Bed 
Mountain and from which so much 
high grade ore is being taken out. 


The strike is a very Important one 


not only for the Mabel but for the 
Bed Mountain, as it proves it contin- 
uity and permanence of the north 
vein on the latter property.
